Wherefore, upon full Reſolution of 
both Houſes , we have declatcd Sir Tobn 
Hotham to be clecr from that odious Crime 
of Treaſon ; And haye Avowed, That 
hehath therein done nothing but in Obe- 
dience tothe Commands of both Houſes 
of Parliament, Aſſuring our ſelues, Thar
